Rowe, whereas 
the onulſhe Antichziſt woulde by hys 
legate, ſo notably triumphe vpon Chꝛiſt 
and his Goſpel, in p perlon of this wꝛet 
ched man, he hath emoyed ſuche ſucceſle 
as is mete foꝛ ſuche a pollicie and ſubtyl 
interpꝛile.
